Some men were still sleeping. 
Others had just climbed from 
fox-holed ditch beds when the 
enemy opened fire in and around 
this grove which houses the 
commanding officers and head- 
quarters of the regiment. 

The North Koreans had infil- 
trated at night around the flanks 
of the United States forces and 
were established in the rear. 

This time their efforts were 
not aimed at front-line infantry- 
men but the clerks, cooks and 
maintenance men attached to 
headquarters. 

In normal wars these men are 
well behind the fighting lines. 

When the firing started some- 
one handed a bazooka to Corpl. 
David Roe, a cook whose parents 
live in Walton, N. Y. 

Roe is as familiar with a ba- 
zooka as he is with caviar. 

Roe and his helper went up a 
hill and fired twelve shots—re- 
sult: two machine gun nests 
wiped out. 

A noncommissioned officer 
found a mortar lying on top of a 
tank. He stopped four men—all 
tank specialists—and told them 
to fire it. 

One of these was Private First 


Class Kenneth P. Goble, 18, of 
Selma, Calif., who had never be- 
fore seen a mortar, let alone 
operate one. 

Another was Cpl. John Wat- 
kins, of Philadelphia, who had 
fought with tanks in the Italian 
campaign. Their leaders were 
Staff Sgt. Donald Elsbier, of 
O’Neal, Neb., who fought in Eu- 
rope with the Eighth Armored 
Division and Staff Sgt. Frank C., 
Bullano, of New Castle, Penn., 
a bulge battle veteran. 

The two sergeants came down 
to where the troops were firing. 
They took a 50-caliber machine- 
gun up to wipe out an enemy 
machinegun nest. 

In a rice paddy near head- 
quarters they set up the un- 
familiar weapon, uncrated am- 
munition and read the instruc- 
tion card; then they began firing. 

At 6 a. m. they were still fir- 
ing with success. They received 
“on the job training” as one of- 
ficer explained. 

By 10 a. m. most of the enemy 
were pushed back of the hills. 

At noon things so quieted that 
the mortars had ceased operat- 
ing but the rifles continued 
shooting. It ended at 2 p. m.

Rabies Remains 


A Health Problem 


Our own Dr. Brady has had his“ ears 
corre back, so to speak, by Dr. L. E..Starr, 

blic Health Veterinarian. 

When Dr, Brady wrote his column say- 
ing rabies no longer is a public health 
problem, he probably was unaware of con- 
ditions in Georgia where the law requir- 
ing antirabies treatment of all dogs is hon- 
ored as much in the breach as in compli- 
ance. 

Dr. Starr pointed out that last year 473 
animals in Georgia were found by labora- 
tory test to be infected with rabies. Anti- 
rabies vaccine was given to 994 persons 
in the State. Comparison of this figure 
with the 2,500 to 3,000 who received treat- 
ment the year previous is encouraging, but 
indicates Georgia still has a long way to 
go before rabies is wiped out as a public 
health problem. 

Though it is painful and lengthy—and 
not by any means 100 per cent effective— 
anti-rabies treatment for humans is our 
only protection after a bite by a rabid 
animal. Dr. Brady’s statement that almost 
as many deaths are caused from the vac- 
cine as from rabies was a distortion of 
the facts. The vaccine rarely is fatal. We 
do not recall a single death from it in 
Georgia in recent years. Death from ra- 
bies, however, is certain unless treatment 
is given in time.

Labor Unions 
And Political Spending 


We note that the American Federation 
of Labor has announced plans for raising 
a $1,000,000 “war chest” for defeating Sen- 
ator Taft and other “reactionary” candi- 
dates in the November elections. 

So long as ‘the money is raised and 
spent in accordance with the laws—and so 
long as contributions are not exacted by 
threat of union discipline—we see no 
objection. 

Labor's free-spending habits in cam- 
paigns are pretty well established and are 
accepted as a matter of course. 

What puzzles us, though, is the tone 
of outraged decency used by labor leaders 
when they accuse other groups of similar 
expenditures. Among the recent examples 
was the Pepper-Smathers campaign in 
Florida. An AFL spokesman charged, 
with great indignation, at Savannah that 
$500,000 had been contributed by outside 
interests to Smathers’ victorious campaign.

The guestion is whether the risk 
from a possibly resurgent Germany would 
be greater than the current risk of Soviet 
invasion. . 

Mr. Churchill believes inclusion of Ger- 
many is necessary. Nearly all military 
men agree with him. 

With or without Germany, under a uni- 
fied command as — by Mr. Church- 
ill or the “integrated” force of the North 
Atlantic Pact, Western Europe’s defenses 
need to be strengthened. We hope Mr. 
Churchill’s warning will bring more ac- 
tion.

Marvelous Work General Royall told Senator George that 

American troops deserve far more credit 
than they have received for the holding action that has taken 
place in Korea. Qur men, he said, have performed marvelously 
well, though it may have looked at times like we were being 
pushed around too much. This latter was described as delaying 
tactics until we could bring in proper reinforcements. 

Based on his talks with the former Army secretary, Senator 
George pointed out that the whole theory of American military 
tactics in the past has been built on the offense instead of defense. 
Our part in the past two world wars was cited as an example. 
We built up everything for the offensive. The emphasis on our 
training has been in that direction, he reminded. Once we take 
the offensive in Korea, General Royall is convinced it will be 
a different story. 

The Georgia Senator said that sufficient emphasis had not 
been placed on the fact that our men were greatly outnumbered 
at the start of the Korean war. Less determined and less re- 
sourceful men would have been pushed off the peninsula, he 
declared. Though vastly outnumbered, our men, he addéd, had 
held until reinforcements could be brought in. Defensive action 
of this kind never looks as good as an offensive. 


S Sen. Richard B. Russell, Vice Chairman 
Russell Worries of the great Armed Services Committee 
of the Senate and usually one of the best-informed members of 
Congress on military affairs, is still concerned about the possibility 
of the Chinese Communists coming to the aid of the North Korean 
Reds. If we can avoid that possibility, he thinks the situation 
can be clarified within due course, or as soon as we launch the 
offensive now being set up. 

“But the situation is still very serious in Korea,” the junior 
Georgia Senator declares. “If China does enter the conflict we 
would be faced with one of the most desperate conditions the 
American Army has ever seen. Otherwise we should be able 
to bring the situation under control this Fall.” 

Senator Russell said future developments in Korea will not 
be determined there but fh the Kremlin at Moscow. 

“Everyone knows this is a fact,” he said. “The sooner we 
make an official declaration to this end the better off we will be.” 


: Rep. Carl Vinson, of Milledgeville, dean 
Take Profit Out of the Georgia delegation in Congress and 
chairman of the powerful House Armed Services Committee, is 
determined to take the profit out of the present and any future 
wars. To that end he has introduced a far more tighter bill for 
the renegotiation of war contracts than anything put through in 
the past. The Vinson bill would apply to contracts as low as 
$100,000, whereas in the last war $500,000 was the low figure. He 
would also make it impossible for the heads of war contracting 
firms to pay themselves and other company officers huge bonuses 
at the end of each year out of war profits. 

Rep. Sydney Camp, of Newnan, a high-ranking member of 
the House Ways and Means Committee which is considering the 
Vinson bill, is wholeheartedly in favor of the measure and has 
pledged his co-operation in putting, the legislation through. 

Camp doesn’t think his committee will agree to an excess 
profits tax this session, but believes one will be passed at the 
ne&t session. He sides with Senator George in taking the posi- 
tion that we should not slap on retroactive tax increases now but 
should wait until January and the beginning of the next year. 

The Newnan Congressman is another member of the delega- 
tion who believes that we soon will have enough men in Korea 
to mount an all-out offensive and push the Communists back

I do not deny that movies and 
books contain material in poor taste, but I do 
deny that any one individual should be given the 
power of conscience over many people to judge 
this material. Like every other function of a 
democracy, censorship, if it is to be successful, 
must begin with the individual.

Blood Is Life 


The Editors: A few days ago a letter from 
Mr. George W. Threlkeld was printed in which 
he objected to the use of blood transfusions. We 
are answering this letter because we believ¢ that 
increasing public support of the Americas Red 
Cross blood program is vital to both our wounded 
soldiers and our ill civilians. 


Mr. Threlkeld’s basic objection to the use of 
transfusions of blood is religious. He believes 
we should “quit this illegal blood business.” He 
goes on, however, to state that the use of blood 
transfusions is unnecessary because adequate 
substitutes are available. The public must not 
be misinformed in this respect. 

Bleeding means the loss of whole blood; that 
is, blood cells as wéll as plasma. There is no 
substitute for whole blood. It is true that when 
whole blood is not immediately available a trans~ 
fusion of plasma may maintain life until blood 
can be given. Such use of plasma is an 
emergency makeshift. Since plasma is as scarce 
as blood, considerable effort has been made to 
find a substitute for plasma which would be 
cheap, easily stored and readily available. 

Many substitutes have been devised includ- 
ing solutions of salt, of glucose, of pectin, of 
gelatin, of Dextran (a mucinous substance pro- 
duced by bacteria), and of gum acacia. All of 
these are known to have serious defects save 
Dextran. Unfortunately, our present knowledge 
about Dextran is very limited and further study

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may well force its rejection, also. There are 
other conditions which necessitate transfusions in 
which there are not even temporary substitutes 
for whole blood. 

It is true, as Mr. Threlkeld states, that the 
blood types are complex. This necessitates care- 
ful testing to make transfusions safe. With our 
present knowledge, however, we are able to take 
precautions routinely which make serious trans- 
fusion reactions exceedingly rare. 

We must conclude, then, that there is no 
adequate substitute for blood. To supply the 
needs of our sick and wounded those of us who 
enjoy good health have an obligation to con- 
tribute regularly to the American Red Cross 
blood program. Mr. Threlkeld says that blood 
is life. A transfusion of blood is truly life to 
the one who needs it.

Then after all the student’s months of pro- 
found study, there awaits him the State bar ex- 
amination. In order to pass this rigid test of 
his knowledge of the law, he must have a pro- 
digious and retentive memory in order that he 
may be able to cope with the perplexing and 
nerve-racking technicalities. 

After all this, the students begin to wonder 
why they are discriminated against by the 
strange laws that are incorporated in our code. 
Inconsistencies; yes, plenty of them! Our Georgia 
law makes it possible for ordinaries, justices of 
the peace and mayors, in many respects, to prac- 
tice law without ever having spent a single day 
delving into the vast field of the legal profession, 
still they are technically practicing law and sit 
as both judge and jury. In many cases their 
decisions are conclusive. If we, as citizens of. 
Georgia, really believe in Wisdom, Justice, and 
Moderation, then it is due time that we correct 
these inconsistencies and injustices. Why not 
abolish the bar examination in toto? With a 
diploma from a reputable law school, why a bar 
examination to begin with? Think it over!

It happened in this way. I have a friend who is a physician, @ 
highly intelligent man and a sincerely spiritual person who fre- 
quently attends services in my church.

Leaders in Promoting 
Agriculture in State

We feel somewhat like Brer Rabbit when thrown into the 
briar patch he said: “Here is where I was born and bred.” 


This Uncle Remus story vies in popularity with his “Tar 
Baby” story, perhaps best known of all the Joel Chandler Harris 
writings 


Georgia editors are holding their annual convention in Atlanta 
this week. Therefore, I feel very much at home 
inasmuch as I enjoy “newspapering” more than 
any work I have ever done. 

We are among the few Georgia newsmen who 
have set type by hand and operated a Washing- 
ton hand press in printing a weekly paper at 
Roberta in Crawford County. We were s0 
fascinated the first afternoon after school when 
we went to the ‘printing office that we worked 
there until 2 a. m. the next morning. 

So, as the publishers of some 200 weekly 
and 29 dailies gather here, we are reminded 
that the newspapers of the state have always 
been a leading factor in promoting its agriculture. 

Georgia has been the home of some leading 
farm papers, two of which we remember were 
the Southern Cultivator and the Southern Ru- 
ralist, both pioneers in their field before their 
suspension. ' 

The names of these two papers long were 

household words in Georgia, as were the Weekly and later the 
Tri-Weekly Constitution, and also the Semi-Weekly Journal, 
which featured farm news. Prior to these, the Dixie Plowboy 
was published in Georgia, but that was long before my time. 

The Constitution featured such writers as Bill Arp, Sarge 
Plunkett, Betsy Hamilton and “Aunt Susie,” (Mrs. W. L. King, 
of Atlanta), the former writing mostly on farm subjects and the 
latter a youth page—perhaps the first in the South. 

Long before Congressman Thomas E. Watson, of Georgia, 
caused rural free delivery of mail to be established, farm 
homes were served by Star routes with many postoffices along 
the routes, and in many communities. Mail was not left at 
the homes as now, but each family had to call at the office 
for it. As a result, each community had a postoffice all its 
own—usually in a residence. 

Rural mail left daily at each farm caused expansion of the 
daily paper thereto, so many of the weeklies were discontinued, 
along with the Cultivator and Ruralist, although some Georgia 
daily papers still issue weekly editions. 

The Georgia press has always been, and still is, close to the soil. 

A large percentage of the matter now printed in Georgia 
newspapers relates to agriculture. Most Georgia papers feature 
farm items and support liberally all activities of such groups as 
4-H Clubs, Future Farmer chapters, home demonstration work, 
County Agents and the Farm Bureau. 

In addition to local items, the Extension Service of the 
University of Georgia maintains one of the best farm news 
services of any state in the Union. It supplies a weekly farm 
news service to the papers of the state. Many papers feature 
farm columns each week, giving liberal space to all farm ac- 
tivities, local, state and national. 

The newspapers hold an important place in promoting agri- 
culture in Georgia, as two-thirds of the people in the state live 
on farms, and even many of the city people who went there from 
the farm have a yen for a farm, as well as many city-breds 
who have never lived on a farm. The soil and its products have 
a fascination for people. 

Newspaper work is fascinating. It represents a new world 
every day or week. Each day’s news is new, with few repeats 
of yesterday. The newspaper of today is among the few inde- 

endent avocations left in a world of big business. The editor 
is still free to write as he pleases and to conduct his business 
without too much outside interference. 

We hail the Georgia editor and commend him for his 
independence, his integrity and his high purpose in boost- 
ing his community, his town, his county and especially the 
service he is rendering in promoting agriculture in the state. 
May you have a good time in Atlanta.

Beef production was 138 million 
pounds, compared with 141 mil-

year. Output of inspected veal for 
the period was 13.9, 13.6 and 15.9 
million pounds, respectively.

Culling, according to Gannon,, 
saves money for the producer by: | 

(1) Cutting down the feed bill, | 
(2) providing more eggs for each 
pound of feed consumed, (3) in-| 
creasing the income from labor, 
used, (4) providing housing room 
for new pullets ready to come off 
the range, 
building all-pullet laying flocks 
and, (6) providing income from 
the sale of old hens when they 
have finished laying and are in 
the best condition to sell for 
meat. 


One of the surest ways to re- 
duce feed costs for a laying flock 
at this season is to cull the early 
moulters, Gannon suggests. These 
are low-producing birds at best, 
and now that the major laying 
season is over most of them will 
not pay for their keep. Early 
moulting hens are among the 
poorest producers. 

Broody hens also are generally 
nonproducers. Also, hens that are 
two years old this summer should 
be watched and culled closely. 
They are not good producers in 
hot weather. 

Gannon points out that a good 
method of culling is to handle the 
birds at night while they are 
roosting. Birds, with pelvic bones’ 
close together and inflexible 
should be culled immediately. 

Frequent examination of laying 
flocks is advised to keep them at 
maximum efficiency.

New Peanut 
Cleaner 


Invented

The Georgia Institute of Tech- 
nology has developed a new ma- 
chine that guarantees to clean a 
peanut better than soap can. Re- 
ports have it that the device gets 
the goober 99 and 60-100 percent 
pure. 

Developed under the direction 
of 33-year-old T. A. Elliott, who 
graduated from Tech as a mechan- 
ical engineer, the machine proba- 
bly will reduce the cost of mar- 
keting peanuts by at least 50 per- 
cent. 


It also is expected to increase 
production as much as four times 
the present rate. . 

The machine operates on an air- 
blast separation principle. 


The unshelled nut is dropped 
through a cone-shaped dispenser 
into the path of a 50-mile-an-hour 
air blast. , 

A chute with three compart- 
ments in it is arranged to catch 
all the foreign matter hurled by 
the blast. 

Heavy material such as stones 
fall in the first compartment, 
while the peanut is carried fur- 
ther onto the second slot. Sticks, 
empty shells and other light debris 
are carried to the last box, thus 
leaving the cleaned peanut in the 
center compartment ready to be 
stored or shelled for market. 

Elliott claims that this opera- 

tion cleans 90 percent of the pea- 
nuts, with five percent falling into 
both the first and third compart- 
ment. 
_ Elliott said that a Georgia shell- 
ing company is interested in the 
machine, and that a full-scale 
working model has been built in 
order that the company may test 
its merits. 

He has developed another de- 
vice working on a rotating disk 
principle that not only screens 
foreign material from the goober, 
pone also ‘can be used to grade the 
nut. 

The material is fed onto a ro- 
tary disk screen with disks placed 
% of an inch apart. The larger 
peanuts stay on top of the screen, 
while smaller nuts and ae 
material drop down between 
disks and are carried away. 

This machine may be used with 
cleaned goobers for separating 
the large husks from the small. 
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
